5) As mentioned above, the documents Dl to D4 do not individually disclose all of the features of claim 1. 
Accordingly, the subject matter of independent claim 1 of the present application seems to be novel (PCT Article 
33(2)). 

6) More specifically, none of the documents Dl to D4 teaches or fairly suggests a spanner capable of tightening or 
releasing a bolt continually in one direction by a toggle bar pivotaUy mounted on one of the two jaws of the spanner 
head in a state that the toggle bar is urged to pivot toward one direction. Accordingly, it is not considered to be 
obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply the knowledge of these documents individually or in combination in 
order to create the open-end ratcheting spanner according to claim 1. Therefore, said claim 1 appears to involve an 
inventive step in the sense of PCT Article 33(3) as well. 

7) Further, none of the documents Dl to D4 teaches or fairly suggests any of the other alternatively claimed 
embodiments. Therefore, claims 2-8 meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3). 

8) Claims 1-8. have industrial applicability (PCT Article 33(4)). . 
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
